SERIOUS CHARGE, SAYS

HE debate was resumed in the Dáil 
esterday on the second reading of the 
“mance Bill. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.1., National Uni- 
versity) said there were two Fianna Fail 
explanations of the B ition, One 
was that the country was more prosperous 
and industry more flourishing than ever be- 
fore. The other was that the country could 
not get out of the mess into which Fianna 
Fail had brought it unless it became part of 
the British Customs area. Both of these 
arguments were ‘wrong. It would not require 
any. sacrifice of their tariff policy to regain. 
their place in the British market. There 
were trade agreements with the British before 
this coal-cattle pact, and they were of a more 
suitable type. Up to the early part of 1932 
this country enjoyed @ preferente over the 
Dominions in the British market. in respect 
of its agricultural goods and some of its 
industrial products, and there was no appre- 


British would counter with a demand that 
any or all of their country’s tariff barriers 
must be lowered. | 
The other thesis of Fianna Fail at the 
moment was, that great wealth was being pro- 
duced in the country, that they were getti 
a greater chance of industmal developmen 
than ever before, and that more was being 
predaced. But it was apparent to everybody 
rom this Budget that the Ministry was 
in exiremis. They had been driven to 
scraping a little butter off the le’s bread, 
whisking away the crumbs. from the poor 
man’s table, and delving their hands into his 
tea caddy. As Deputy Corry had said, i

Three millions was the 
computation of the amount that the taxes 
on bread, butter, tea. sugar, and tobacco in 
the present Budget would bring in, so that 
if the Fianna Fail promises had been carried 
out they would have all that money in hand 
and would not have to tax the simple necersi- 
ties of the poor. Neither would they have 
had to tax them if they had the increased 
production in industry that the Government 
had been telling them about. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that this increased 
production, if it existed, would show in three 
separate ways—increased employment . in 
industry, greater yield of taxation from 
people who had incomes. and a bigger pro- 
duction of goods at home than: ever before.

‘Girconnail Gransport 


Isolated as it is physically from 
Saorstat Eireann, and politically and 
economically screened off from its adjbin- 
ing counties in Northern Ireland. the 
County of Donegal—othetwise Tirconnail 
—has to tackle all kinds of peculiar 
problems. Just at present its transport 
agencies are going through an extremely 
complicated transitional stage. Railways 
which cross the border, and which have 
only managed to carf¥ on with the help of 
temporary subsidies from Dublin and 
Belfast, are being compelled to resort to 
road transport, and find their negotia- 
tions with ‘bus and lorry owners compli- 
cated by one type of compulsory legisla- 
tion in the Free State and quite another 
in the Six Counties. But their most 
serious problems arise from the generally 
poor conditions of Dohegal’s roads, most 
of which are quite unfit for lorry or "bus 
trafic.. The result is that long sections of 
railway track, which it has been decided 
to scrap, must be maintained until many 
thousands of pounds have been spent on 
road reconstruction. -The need for such 
expenditure was forecast in the report of 
the Donegal Transport Commission, of 
which. Mr, J. Ingram was chairman, whose 
conclusions were adverse to schemes for a 
trans-Atlantic port, but in favour of sub- 
stantial outlays on improving roads and 
local harbours. I do not know what my 
friend, Major Myles, thinks about the 
whole puzzle; but to my untutored mind 
it seems to be a very complicated riddle 
indeed.

(| FORGE IV. has fared badly at the 
hands of historians, as well as of 
contemporary letter and memoir writers. 
Thackeray's famous character sketch is 
only one among many in which “' the first 
gentleman in Europe’’ appears in the 
most lurid colours. Where so much has 
been said against him, can anything be 
said in his favour? 
Mr. Sergeant makes what is rertainly a 
lant attempt to rehabilitate George. 
e is not blind to George’s faults. and 
weaknesses, but in this volume he at- 
tempts to say something in extenuation of 
them. After all, he argues persuasively, 
we must consider the times in which 
George lived ; the character of his father, 
the circumstances of his upbringing, and 
the relations between himself and his 
parent and predecessor. In a _ skilfully 
written and entertaining book we are 
iven graphic pictures of it all, and Mr. 
rgeant mirrors for us the life of the 
period which George—as Prince, as 
“a ent, as King—ornamented so doubt- 
ully. 


Loyalty under Difficulties 

At the same time, there are facts which 
cannot be escaped, and Mr. Sergeant does 
not slur them over There must have 
been some good reason for George’s un- 
popularity among the subjects over whom 
he ruled.

But, in spite of her 
own defects, the unhappy Caroline won 
their sympathy as against George, and 
they did not side with him in his, to say 
the least of it, shabby treatment of Mrs. 
Fitzherbert and Perdita Robinson. In an 
age not free from profligacy they were un- 
able to condone the licentiousness, the 
frivolity, the wild extravagances of 
George.

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Fishes: Their Ways of Life. By Professor 
Louis Roule. London: Routledge. 12/6 net. 


ROFESSOR ROULE is not only a 
zoologist of high standing, but an 
attractive writer. The present volume is 
a fitting companion to its predecessor on | 
the migrations of fishes. In the volume 
before us Professor Roule offers & most 
entertaining account of some of the more 
interesting facts connected with the struc- 
ture, life and habits of fishes. The mar- 
vellous wealth and activity of life in the 
seas is brought to notice in the following 
paragraph :— 

‘The atmosphere contains beings that 
are able to live and move in it, varying 
according to place and time. These 
beings are forced, constrained. by force of

“Let There Be No Bloodshed * 


Part ILI. deals with the events of July 
25th, the day on which Dr. Dollfuss met 
his death, and this is by far the most 
human and interesting section of the book. 
The day is described hour by hour, start- 
ing at ten in the morning, when Inspector 
Dobler betrayed the plans of the putsch 
to the commander of the “ Fatherland 
Front” in the Weghuber Cafe. Gradually 
the information leaked through to Dr. 
Dollfuss, who did not know of the coming 
revolt till a little before mid-day. There 
is real drama here. With time of consu- 
mate importance, the reader is tantalised 
to witness the incredulity of Government 
officials. At 12.53 the rebels entered the 
Chancellery, and very shortly afterwards 
found Dr. Dollfuss making a bewildered 
effort to escape. One of them, Otte Plan- 
etta, shot him immediately, He lax dying 
for two hours and three-quarters, and was 
persistently refused a doctor and @ ‘priest. 
His last words were, ‘‘Let therézbe no 
bloodshed,’* and a message of loye to his 
wife and children.

TAKE this earliest opportunity to offer 
my humble congratulations to Mr. 
W. B. Yeats on the attainment of his 
seventieth birthday. Looking at him as 
he comes down the four stairs into the 
Abbey Theatre’s auditorium, or as. he 
walks along the street with head alterna- 
tely sunk on his chest and thrown high in 
the air, I find it hard to realise that he 
has reached so very respectable an age ; 
but an examination of his bibliography 
induces an answering surprise that any 
man of our times could have turned out 
so much work of the highest excellence in 
so comparatively brief a period. 


Tribute 


After the number and variety of tributes 
offered to Mr. Yeats in the columns of 
this newspaper two days ago by people 
who possess far greater gifts of apprecia- 
tion and of language than myself, it 
would be presumption on my part to seek 
to add to them. So, having ventured my 


theme which struck me some weeks aco, 
but has slipped my memory since. On 
the 13th of last month many people as- 
sembled to do honour to Dr. uglas 
Hyde. It occurred to me then, - as, 
indeed, it had often occurred before, that 
one. of the best possible tributes to the 
scholar and poet would take the form of 
a new and cheap edition of his books, 
Perhaps, I am doing an injustice to some 
worthy publisher; but, to the best of my 
knowledge, all his volumes of the Poetry 
of Connaught series are out of print—so 
much out of primt as to have a very 
definite value to the collector. I myself 
have a copy of his “ Raftery,’’ which, I am 
told, is worth anything from £5 upwards 
—though I should not care to stress the 
accuracy of my information. But of the 
other volumes, including the ‘‘ Love Songs 
of Connaught ’’ and the “ Religious Songs 
of Connanght,’’ neither do I possess copies, 
nor do I see any prospect of possessing 


| them, unless a new edition appears or a 


| 


wealthy bibliophile leaves me his library. 


Translation in Excelsis. 


It does not seem right.. For all the talk 
that is being made in these days about the 
re-Gaelicising of the Free State, it is im- 
possible for the average person to obtain 
the poems which, more than anything else, 
contributed to the Gaelic renascence of 
thirty or forty years ago. Probably no 
anthology of srcodhaiad ms ever has 
revealed so consistently high a level of 
poetic skill and feeling as these two 
volumes oí Dr. Douglas Hyde's. There 
are:several of his translations which stick 
in my mind after the lapse of many years, 
and that, I think, is a practical tribute to 
their charm—and a tribute which could be 
paid to few translations. But is it right 
that I should be compelled to rely on 
memory? Weekly I see volume after 
volume poured from the Stationery Office’s 
presses—some excellent, many good, some 
merely ridiculous—but the volumes which 
really are a store-house of the best Gaelic 
literature can only be obtained at a price 
beyond the reach of nine people out of ten. 


A Word to the ' Gum “ 


As a matter of fact, there are multitudes 
of good and important books, containing 
many lessons for our country to-day, which 
have been permitted to go out of print, or 
can only * obtained now in expensive 
editions. Hardly one of those hosts of 
volumes that marked the last ten years of 
the nineteenth century and the first ten 
years of the twentieth century is available 
to the ordinary reader. Some months ago 
I mentioned A.E.’s “The - National 
Being ” as one of the books which, if it had 
been composed by a citizen of any other 
new State, would have been distributed 
free by the Government—so full of sanity 
and sound economics it is. And, for all 
that the nationalist movement owes to 
Patrick Pearse, his works—-I speak under 
correction, but with reasonable confi- 
dence—can. be had only in second-hand 
copies, and those mightily expensive. 
Positively, it is high time that the State 
Publishing Department relaxed its efforts 
to flood the country with detective novels 
and Russian plays in Gaelic, and set itself 
to the re-issuing of some of the books— 
even if they have the misfortune to be 
English—that have played a real part in 
the history of our times.

Fianna 
Fáil has nominated Mr. T. Mullen, who 
is regarded by his. party as a strong candi- 
date, and United Ireland has nominated 
Mr. Cecil Lavery; who is an outstanding 
ee at the Irish Bar. Without the 
least distespect to either of these gentle- 
men, however, we fear that their per- 
sonalities are of minor importance. The 
issue at Monday's election will be between 
the two big parties in Dáil Éireann, and 
the electors’ choice will be between Presi- 
dent. de Valera and Mr. Cosgrave, as it 
has beéh so many times previously. We 
seem to have reached a stage in Free State 
politics at which the person who shouts 
“ Up, Dev.!’’ in the loudest voice is re- 
garded as the greatest patriot. Reason 
has ceased to play a part in political 
life—otherwise the present Government 
would not be in power for ten minutes— 
and the entire political philosophy of the 
man-in-the-street seems to depend on 
whether he is an admirer or an opponent 
of Eamon de Valera. In these manifestly 
| the people of 
County Dublin will be required on 
Monday to elect a representative to the 
Dáil. County Dublin is the premier con- 
stituency of the Saorstát, It has had some 
distinguished members in the national Par- 
liament. To its eternal credit, it returned 
Kevin O'Higgins at the top of a record 
poll, and it has earned a reputation for 
sanity and common sense. On this occa- 
sion County Dublin has been placed in a 
key position. Its verdict on Monday will 
be interpreted as an indication of the views 
of the entire Free State, of which, in 
some respects, it is a microcosm; and for 
that reason it is absolutely essential that 
the voting shall reflect the real views of 
the electorate. 

When the issue is narrowed down to its 
final analysis, ‘it becomes exceedingly 
simple. It is nothing more or less than 
a choice between an independent and 
isolated Republic, and a Dominion of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. We 
are very glad that Mr. Lavery has made 
that point clear in his election address ; 
for nothing else really matters. Those of 
our readers who have taken the trouble to 
wade through the flood of election speeches 
that have been made during the last few 
weeks will have noticed how cleverly the 
various speakers have been evading this 
essential point. Fianna Fáil spokesmen 
have dragged every conceivable kind of 
red-herring across the trail. They have 
been trading on the knowledge that after 
a certain space of time an electorate 
becomes accustomed to a Government, 
however bad that Government may happen 
to be; and that once a party has been 
deprived of office there always is a 
tendency among the thoughtless to take 
the view that it lacks the constructive 
powers of the actual Administration. 
Nothing, of course, could be more 
fallacious. There never yet was a Govern- 
ment that was indispensable ; and, in view 
of the fact that President de Valera and 
his colleagues make no secret of their 
desire—and ultimate intention—to remove 
the Free State from the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, the people of County 
Dublin ought to find little difficulty when 
they come to make their choice on 
Monday. They must decide whether they 
wish to stay within the Commonwealth. 


| sharing all its manifold advantages, and 


participating in its idealism, or to cut 
themselves adrift from the Empire which 
their forefathers have done so much to 
establish, and become citizens of what has 
been termed a pariah Republic, contem- 
plating its own fatuity in a little island in 
the Atlantic Ocean. 
on the latter alternative, they must vote 
for Mr. Mullen, thus giving President de 
Valera the mandate for which he is yearn- 
ing; but if they have any sense they will 
vote for Mr. Lavery. 

We realise clearly that many people in 
County Dublin are sick ‘and tired of 
politics in every shape and form, that they 
have become disgusted by the daily ex- 
hibitions of ineptitude and vulgarity in the 
Dáil, and that they are inclined with 
Mercutio to cry: “ a plague on both your 
houses.’’ There is, unhappily, no doubt 
that this deplorable attitude of mind has 
been encouraged among responsible persons 
during the last two or three years, and that . 
a condition of almost hopeless apathy has 
been engendered. We appeal to all our 
readers, whatever may be their private 
opinions, to vote on Monday. They have 
a duty to themselves and to their children, 
find, if they shirk that duty, they easily 
may bring about the very condition of 
affairs which they are so anxious to avoid. 
Every vote will count. We are confident 
that Mr. Lavery will be returned ; but his 
mere success will not be enough. He 
must achieve a striking victory if 
President de Valera is to be prevented 
from the claim that he has improved his 
position in County Dublin since the 
general election. His supporters wil! not 
hesitate to go to the polls. His party has an 
admirable organisation, and will mobilise 
every available voter in support of its 
candidate. Mr. Lavery, on the other hand, 
has been nominated by a party which, in 
the nature of things, has become slightly 
disorganised since it went into opposition, 
and particularly since the lamentable 
episode of General O'Duffy's spell of 
leadership. The United Ireland candidate, 
therefore, will be forced to depend upon

London takes nine hours, “The distance’ 
‘between Dublin and London is no more 
than three hundred miles, as the crow 
flies, and very little more as the aeroplane 
flies; and the aeroplane can accomplish 
the journey in rather less than three 
hours. Is it not irrational that, in this 
year of Grace, 1935—seventeen years after 
the Great War revealed the possibilities 
of aircraft—Dublin still should lack 
regular communication by air with 
London? The lack becomes even more. 
glaring when one considers the time needed 
to‘reach any town on the continent of 
Europe from Dublin. When will this 
deficiency be made good? Dublin is cer- 
tainly the only capital city in Europe, and 
probably the only town of more than 
100,000 inhabitants, which is completely 
devoid of regular services. Belfast is 
already far ahead of her in this regard. 
Two lines, each plying a daily service 
backwards and forwards between Alder- 
grove and the large towns of England, are 
in existence there, and, we understand, 
receive good patronage. Belfast, appar- 
ently, has the “air ‘inind” far more 
highly developed than Dublin; for she is 
planning the creation ef a new and up-to- 
date air port, and in every possible 
manner betrays her confidence that air 
communication is essential to her future 
well-being. The reasons for this difference 
in outlook between two neighbouring cities 
is hard to understand, but the difference 
certainly exists. Viscount Craigavon’s 
Government, of course, is more ardently in 
favour of the development of air commerce 
than Mr. Cosgrave’s was, or than Mr. de 
Valera’s is ; and the Corporation of Belfast 
possesses a more “ forward ” policy than 
its counterpart in Dublin.

Theatre Oueues 


To most oí us the conduct of the all-the- 
year-round bather, who struggles manfully 
through the ice when he might be sitting 
comfortably before the fire, is unexplain- 
able. If approached on the subject, he 
probably would reply that he suffers these 
discomforts because he likes them; and 
obviously it is useless for the enquirer to 
pursue the argument beyond that point. 
A similar explanation—or lack of explana- 
tion—seems to lie behind the question of 
the London theatre queues. Every visitor 
will have been struck by those queues. 
They stretch for a hundred yards and more 
from the gallery entrance of: every 
theatre, the component parts holding on to 
their places grimly for hour after hour, 
unmindful of wind or rain, and almost 
equally unmindful of the barrel-organists, 
contortionists, singers and paper-tearers 
who do their best to ease the monotony of 
their vigil. A few years ago -the hardicst 
members of a queue would take up their 
position early in the morning, or even on 
the previous night. Nowadays their suffer- 
ings are not so great, and rows of little 
camp-stools, carefully ticketed, have dis- 
placed much of the human element. Still, 
the system is so absurd that the ignorant 
stranger. might well be inclined to rail at 
the theatre managers for their lack of 
humanity ; for there is no reason why the 
patient queue should not be allowed to 
buy its tickets at the box-office and 
disperse. Actually, there is more in the. 
practice than meets the eye. Mr. Geoffrey 
Toye, the manager of the Covent Garden 
Theatre, has jus announced that, 
although the queue system is ' the 
maddest in the world,’’ it cannot be 
changed. His theatre, in common with 
many others in London, has tried more 
than once to imtroduce booking for the 
gallery, but all efforts were in vain. The 
citizens would have nothing to do with 
the suggestion, and to this day they 
remain in their queues, standing there 
because they like it.

A correspondent of this newspaper called 
attention yesterday to what he describes 
as fhe ‘‘ flagrant immodesty—indeed, 
immorality ” of the Free State’s beaches. 
It is very true that many bathers along 
the shores of County Dublin seem to have 
lost much of their respect for the old- 
fashioned canons, and dress and undress 
without any great regard for decency.

these islands is provided so well as Dublin, 
but there exist hardly any of the facilities 
for bathing that might be expected. 
Where, apart from the few sea baths, are 
bathing-boxes: 

It is all very | 
well to attack young people because they 
undress and dress themselves upon the 
sands—where modesty is certain to be at 
a discount—but they have no other place 
for these operations. We suggest that the 
persons who are offended by the sights of 
the beach should use their influence with 
the local authorities, and should start a 
‘campaign’ for the provision of real 
facilities for bathing.

YORK STREET AREA 
DISTURBANCES

BELFAST, Friday. 


“THERE was a renewal in Belfast to- 
night of the party disturbances which 
have been prevalent during the last week 
or two. Widespread stone-throwing was 
followed by revolver shooting, as a result 
of which two men were taken to hospital 
suffering from gunshot wounds. A woman 
was somewhat severely kicked, and also 
was taken to hospital. Windows in the 
York street area, which has suffered 
greatly during the disturbances, were 
shattered by stones. | 
The disturbances arose when a number 
of Protestant bands which had been see- 
ing their companions off on the Glasgow 
boat were returning home through the 
York street area. 
In the neighbourhood of Great George's 
by bands of 
opponents, and there was immediate riot- 
ing. 


SHOWERS OF STONES 


In the York street area a minor riot 
broke out when members of opponent 
parties clashed. Police, by repeatedly 
rushing the crowd, attempted to quell the 
disorder and separate the combatants into 
small groups; but immediately after each 
police charge the members of the crowd 
again made for each other, and the trouble 
broke out anew. The work of the police 
was made more difficult by the stone- 
throwing, which took place at virtually 
every street corner. | 

In all cases showers of stones were 
thrown from side streets by bands of men, 
who promptly dispersed after each shower, 
only to gather again in an entry of another 
side street and repeat the stone-throwing. 


POLICE REINFORCEMENTS 


A large force of police were patrolling 
the streets in “ caged ” cars and Lancia 
cars, and also on foot, had to be reinforced 


and even from the police sports. 
It was in the neighbourhood of Little 
Ship street that the firing took place. 


25 Copperfield street, Duncairn Gardens. 
had to be taken .by the ambulance to the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, where he was 
found to be suffering from a flesh wound 
in the upper arm. Fortunately, the wound 
is not serious. John Caldwell, aged about 
25 years, of 23 Cultra street, was struck in 
the cheek by a revolver bullet, but after 
treatment in the street was able to walk 


to the hospital. He was later discharged. 
WOMAN ATTACKED 


In North Queen street a young 
woman, Maud Thompson, aged 18 years. 
who was coming out of a _ picture- 
house, accompanied by two young men, 
was violently assaulted, knocked to the 
ground, and kicked. Police came to her 
rescue, and she was ‘able to walk to the 
Mater Hospital, Belfast, where. she was 
treated, and was later able to go home. 

. A man named James McCabe, of Dock 
street, who was attempting to reach his 
home at the height of the disturbances, 
was assau! by a crowd: and kicked. 
After treatment in hospital he was. able 
to go home. 

Large forces of police patrolled the dis- 
turbed areas up to a late hour, and peace 
gradually was restored. 


“LAWRENCE OF 
ABYSSINIA”

ARE Lawrence legend dies hard. This 
evening's Ottobre has a long article 
from their Port Said correspondent stating 
that he can assure them for certain that 
Colonel T. 4. Lawrence passed through 
the. Suez Canal to-day on the way to 
Abyssinia. He states that ' by arrange- 
ment with the omnipotent British Intelly 
gence Service,” and with the consent of 
Lawrence’s family, the macabre scene of 
the death of the famous “ adventurer ”’ 
was staged at Moreton (Dorsetshire). 
In the coffin there lies, not Lawrence, 
but an unknown individual who has been 
used by the Intelligence Service to hide 
any trace of the existence of Lawrence. 
“ But for once the Intelligence Service 
has been excessively intelligent,’’ says the 
newspaper, and it has been left to the 
correspondent of the Ottobre, who, it is 
stated, went especially to Port Said to 
investigate, to discover the living Lawrence 
and to unearth the “ macabre machina- 
tions ” of the British Secret Service. 
The correspondent’s evidence that it was 
T. E. Lawrence who passed through the 
canal in a British petrol refuelling ship 
bound for the Persian Gulf is as follows: 
“When the ship touched at Port Said,”’ 
he says, ‘‘the captain came ashore with 
the ship’s scullion to buy vegetables. 
Imagine the stupefaction of the Arab fruit 
vendor when he recognised in the scullion 
none other than Colonel T. E. Lawrence.” 
The fruit vendor's name is given as 
Ibrahim. After that the whole of Port 
Said knew, says the Ottobre, that Lawrence 
was on his way to Abyssinia.

THE ANNUITIES 


Recently the President of the Executive 
Council stated explicitly in Dai? Eireann 
that there would be no further de-rating 
of agricultural land, and every housewife 
in the Irish Free State now knows whether 
or not her taxation has been relieved. 
They anticipated failure in 1932. They 
have been proved to be a failure in 1955. 
The President, in the hopes of diverting 
thought from the failure of his policy. 
and the lack of a way out for the diffi- 
‘culties of his own creation, can do nothing 
more than treat his audiences to further 
doses of legal chicanery. 

The annuities were paid not to the 
British Government, as is so often and so 
glibly stated, but to the National Debt 
Commissioners, who were bound to apply 
them, and who did apply them, in strict 
accordance ‘with the Purchase Acts 
| in the discharge of interest and sinking 
fund payments on Land Stock. That so- 
called ‘* Secret shige en " saved the 
Irish taxpayers the very considerable 
expense of a new department of State, and, 
more important still, imposed u 
British Government an annual liability of 
nearly £1,000,000, which has ever since 
been borne by the British taxpayer in 
respect of bonus and excess stock charges, 
a burden which, but for the “' Secret 
Agreement,” the Irish taxpayers would 
have been called upon to bear. 


SUBSTANTIAL BENEFITS 


The agreement with the British Govern- 
ment did, as he had already pointed out, 
give very substantial benefits to the Irish 
taxpayer by relieving the Irish Free State 
of liability for excess stock to the amount 
of nearly £1,000,000 per annum. On the 
26th June, 1923, speaking in the Dail, he 
said: “The law provided that these 
annuities are to be collected henceforth 
by the Government of Saorstat Eireann, 
and that the proper amount should in due 
course be paid into either of the funds out 
of which dividends and sinking fund pay- 
ments in connection with the various Land 
Stocks are paid. Those stocks will continue 
to be managed by the British Government, 
but it is part of the present arrangement 
for the adjustment of past land purchase 
transactions that we should pay over the 
annuities, and leave it to the: British 
Government to pay the interest to the 
stockholders. The annuities when collected 
are paid direct into our Exchequer as part 
of the miscellaneous revenue, and this 
estimate, when passed, will enable us to 
make the necessary issues out of our 
Exchequer: to the British Government. 


A REMINDER 


While the British were in occupation 
of this country and fighting against, us 
very bitterly, Mr. Cosgrave continued, a 
proposition Was put to me many times 
that we should retort by, not paying the 
land annuities. I declined to agree to 
that policy, on the plea that it was really 
the credit of the British nation; that, 
even though the English were our enemies, 
the Irish people had contracted to borrow 
a certain sum of money on certain terms, 
and that they should fulfil the terms of 
that contract. ; 
In connection with the land annuities, 
as well as other matters dealt with in the 
present by-election campaigns. columns 
and columns of the speeches of the Presi- 
dent and of his followers are devoted to 
the events preceding his assumption of 
responsibility for government. . His own 
actions during that. precise period about 
which he is speaking were directed against 
the political, economic and financial. in- 
terests of this country. The present 
Government and its apologists’ denounce 
the Treaty of..1921,..and_.denounce the 
financial agreements made by their pre- 
decessors. May I remind the people now 
that it is open to this Government to re- 
open not only the financial agreements 
that have been made, but also the Treaty 
agreement itself?

HELPING THE FARMER 


Settlement of the economic dispute with 
Great Britain would not solve all the agri- 
cultural problems. Certain branches of 
agriculture would require substantial aid 
pending the return of normal values. It 
was not unreasonable to expect farmers 
to realise that if these aids to their in- 
dustry were forthcomnig their former 
objection to the protection of the secon- 
dary industries would be waived. Agricul. 
ture should be able to maintain those 
eleven or twelve thousand people who had 
lost their employment on the land by, 
reason of the dispute. It followed, then, 
that help given in one direction will 
ensure help in the other. The greater 
security afforded agriculturists would 
enable them to «afford a corresponding 
security to our secondary industries. 

There could be no question about the 
inter-dependence of the .agricyltural and 
manufacturing industries.
